and lawful. Methods, are fofficient to juftify the Courfe 
of thefe Papers, and to convince the World that I have 


not endeavoured to alarm Them without juft Grounds. 


My chief Defign in this Enquiry was to give the 
Publick a full State of the Subject, in general, without 
enteriftg into any Particulars; and therefore I would 
not fuffer the Thread of my Argument to be inter- 
rupted by any of thofe Objeétions to it, which have 
been thrown Out in fome daily Papers; for though 
T promifed to confider every Thing of Weight, tbat 
foould be urged om the other Side, it cannot be ex- 
peéted thatI fhould torn immedistely out of the Road, 
to combat fuch Adverfaries 2s have hitherto appeared 
againft me. Nay, I believe the Projefors Themfelves 


~ would be very unwilling to have it thought that the 


Strefs of their Argument lies in thofe Papers; and there- 
fore I chufe to wait a Week or two longer, in Ex- 
pecttion of feeing the Subjeé&t wndertaken by fome 
abler and better inftraéted Hands. However, if it fhould 
appear that the Proje.?ors are refolved to purfue their 
Scheme, and reft the Merits of it on the Writings of 
thefe Gentlemen, the Force of their Objeétions fhall be 
confidered in due Time; and if They have nothing in 
Referve, much more to the Purpofe than what They 
have already produced, They will be fo far from hav- 
ing any Reafon to-triumph, that my Argument will ap- 


.pear with new Strength and Luftre upon foch an Exa- 


mination. - 

For this Reafon, I hope my Correfpondents will not 
take it ill that I have hitherto made fo little Ufe of 
thofe Papers, with which They have already favoured 
me; for They will eafily perceive, fom whit I have 
faid, that I referve Them far another Orcafion ; and if 
They will pleafe to furnifh me with any farther Lights, 
They may depend on my paying Them all proper Re- 
gard, as far as They concur with the Defign of this 
Undertaking, and will ferve to clear up the Point in 
Difpute. 

In the mean Time, it will be proper to recapitulate 
the Subftance of my general Argument. as it hath been 
deduced in the preceeding Papers, and lay it in one 
View before the Publick. 

4 then, it appears that as the Profperity, Riches 
and Strength of this Na'ion depend on Trade, fo all 
poflible Encouragement ought to be given to the Pro- 
fecution of it; and the Merchant, or Trader, being the 
mof ufeful Member of the Commonwe:lth, hath a 
Right, at leaft, to the common Privileges of his Fel- 
low-Subjeéts ; whereas no Perfon, under the Lews of Ex- 
tife, can be properly called a Freeman, or an Englifoman, 
being deprived of that great and fundamental Privi- 
lege of Magna E.barta, a Trial by Furies, and fub- 
jeGted to the arbitrary Determination of Court-Offcers, 
who are not only Profecutors, Evidence and Judges in 
their own Caufe, but, being abfolutely dependent op the 
Crewn, for the Continuance of their Places, may be 
tempted, in bad Reigns, to give unjuft Sentences a- 
gainft particular Men, im Order to gratify the Malice, 
or Avarice, of a corrupt Minifter. Nor is This the only 
bad: Gircumftance of Excifes, with Regard to Trade i 
for no. Man can properly call his Goods his own, even 
after the Duty is paid, being always liable to the In- 

wifition of /itt/e Officers, who too often think it their 
Buty to be as vexatious as.poffible; nor can the Trader 
difpofe. of Them without a Permit from one of thefe 
Officers ; which, befides the Fatigue to Himfelf, and the 
Air of Slavery, that it carrits along. with it, muft 
prove very prejudicial to the Courfe of his Bufinefs. 

It hath likewife been proved (f think, beyend Difpute) 


thit Excifes affect the Cavfe of Liderty in general, as, 


well as the particular Intereft of Trades. which, have, 
indeed, a mutual Dependence on each other ; for the vaft 
Number of civil Officers, which the Execution. of fuch a 
Scheme will necetlarily fpread through al} Parts of the 
Kingdom, muft confequently have. a very great Influence 
x. the AP Gino fave: to ferve in Pardiaments om 
the Free.tom and Indepegdency of which the Welfare of 





very Being of the Conftitution abfolutely depend. 

Ihave alfo traced the Origin of Exci/es, as far as Hi- 
ftory gives us any clear Light into Them, and fhewn by 
what Methods They were firft introduced into thefe 
Parts of Europe ; from whence it aprears that They have 
conftantly been the Forerunners of arbitrary Power, and 
were never fuffer’d in any free Country, till Convulfions 
in Government, and prefling Exigences of State have 
made Them neceflary. It is likewife evident from this 
Enquiry that They have'been feldom or never laid afide, 
when once raifed, though under the moft plaufible Pre- 
tences and Promifes that They were intended only to 
fupply a prefent Neceffity, and thould be taken off again 
as foon as the Occafion ceas’d. 

From thence I proceeded to the Nature of a general 
Excife ; and have, I believe, convinced every difinterefted 
Man in England that the Execution of srhis Scheme can 
end in nothing le’s than fuch a general, extended Tax, in 
whatever Senfe it may be underftood ; efpecially, if We 
confider the Multiplicity of Excifes, both on zative and 
imported Commodities, already eftablifh’d in this Kingdom, 
which have ‘begun to infinuate Themfelves into private 
Families, as well as publick oa It hath been proved, 
at leaft, that this Proje@ hath a direét and immediate 
Tendency to fuch a general Excife, 28 hath been con- 
ftantly oppofed by the beft Exglifomen in all Ages, parti- 
cularly fince the Revelution, and feems calculated to bring 
a Lornn-Dane (as Mr, Hampden oblerves) inte every 
one of our Families. 

Having made thefe Remarks on Exci/es in general, and 
the Scheme now in Agitation, with Regard to the Trade, 
Liberties and Conftitution of Great Britain, I proceeded 
to the Letter-writer’s Objeions to Duties on Importation, 
under the feveral Articles of Drawbacks, Pramiums on 
prompt Payment, Charges of Commifion, Frauds, Smug- 
ling, &fc. and I flatter my felf that I have evinced the 
Fallacy, or Falfhood of all his Arguments and Affertions 
on *thefe Heads; for I think it demonftrable that the 
+ Converfion of the Cuffoms into Excifes would be fo far 
from remedying any of thefe Evils, real or fuppofed, that 
it muft have a quite contrary Effect ; and the Advantages 
propofed by it feem equally groundlefs and chimerical. 
The People, I am fare, can receive no Eafe from fuch a 
Scheme, however the Projefors may flatter Them with 
it, unlefs Poverty and S/avery are to be efteemed Bleffings ; 
and I leave the World to judge whether a Decreafe of 
Trade (which is the natural and almoft neceflary Confe- 
‘quence of the other) is likely to be attended with an Jm- 
prowement of the Revenue. But fuppofing That to be the 
Cafe, I hope the fingle Confideration of fome Advantage 
to the Crown will never be put in Competition with the 
Liberties and Conftitution of a whole Nation. 

The Praétice of He/land hath been fo much trumpeted 
in our Ears, on this Occafion, both within Doors and 
without, that [thought it necefflary to fhew the mon- 
ftrous Inconclufivenefs and Abfurdity of fuch Reafonings 
from the different Circumftances of the two Nations, in 
almoft every Particular. I have likewife obferved that 
the Excifes of Helland differ very materially from Thofe 
in England, and that their Officers have not the fame 
Power to fearch Houfes, or keep the People under Sub- 
je€tion. Indeed, this Argument, drawn from the Ufe 
of Excifes in Holland, is fo very ridiculous, as weJl as 
impolitick, that I hope the Projeors and their Advecates 
will have the Modefty to infiit upon it no longer; but 
We may fee from hence to what little Shifts Men are 
driven, when They engage in Projets, fo contrary to 
the Interefts and Inclinstions of a whole People. 

Laftly, 1 have confider’d this Scheme in view to a Land- 
Tax ; the Reduétion, or Abolition of which hath been 
thrown out as a Bait to catch weak and unthinking 
Minds; but I hope They are now fufficiently arm'd a- 
gainit -fuch a Snare by the Reafonings of Mr. Locke and 
Mr. Hampden, whofe excellent Judgment and good Senfe 
have been as little difputed, as their Zeal and Affection 
for thofe Principles Liberty, on which the prefent 
Government is fo happily eftablifh'd. 

I have, at the fame Time, taken particular Care to 
prevent any Mifreprefentation of my Meaning, as if I 
was pleading for the Continuance of a Land-Tax ; which 
is fo {ar from being my Defign, that I have all along ac- 
knowledg’d the great Hardfhip of it, and contended as 
much as any Man for a ReduAion of ovr Expences, which 
is the only effeétual Way of eafing the Britif> Land: bol- 
ders, t is; indeed, for this Reafon that I have exerted 
my Endeavours fo ftrenuoufly to prevent the Eftablith- 
ment of a general Excife, which would end ina perpe- 
tual Land-Tax on their Eftates, under another Name, in- 
finitely more grievous and burthenfome than was ever 
yet felt in this Kingdom.

tation; if itis of fuch pernicious Confequence to the 
Trade, Manufafures and Navigation of this Kingdom, 
and cannot poffibly anfwer one good, or falutary End 
propofed by it; but. on the contrary, will put a finith- 
ing Hand to a!l our Misfortunes, and deprive us of our 
moft diftinguifhing Privileges above other iNations; if 
This, I fay, thould appear to be the Cafe, We have Rea- 
fon to hope that our Reprefentatives in Parliament will 
reje&t the very Propofal of /uch a Scheme with t.¢ utmott 
Indignation; and if the Proje@ors thould coutinre to 
Proiecute it, in Defyance of Reafon and againit the ge- 
neral Senfe of the whole People, I inuft leave the World 
to jadge whether it will not be an undeniable Proof that 
they are more follicitous after Power, than the Welfare 
of their Country, or the Honour and Happine(s of his 
Majefty’s Government. 

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
Bruffels, Dec. 12. Our Accounts from Ho//and grow 
daily more fatal, with Regard to incredible Number of 
Vermin, and the terrible Havock made by them. They 
ufually enter at the Bottom of the Stakes, and eat thro’ 
the Heart of the thickeft Timber, quite up to the Sur- 
face of the Water, upon which down they fall, and 
come in floating with the Tide. The Dykes of North 
Holland {affer moft, which happers fill worfe, being 
moft expofed to Inundations. According to the Reports 
made by the Surintendants of Drenterlant to the Sta‘es 
General, 1122 Stakes are already gone in thofe Parts 
within the Compafs of about 4000 Yards; the Lofs 
thereby is computed at 1,600,000 Dutch Florins. The 
Surintendants of the Dykes in other Places have made 
alfo their Reports, and rather exceed the former in 
their Computation. In fhort, they declare the common 
Revenues within their Diftri€ts not fufficent to mate 
up the Dimages fuftained, unlefs their High Mightiucff-s 
furnifh them with a round Sum of Money ind M ate- 
rials out of the publick Treafury. In feveral Places they 
have made Counter Dykes, but in others where the Dane 
ger is more imminent, the Peafants have taken wp théir 
All and left the Country, for Fear of being fuddenly 
{waflow'd up by a Deluge. The States have ordered 
publick Prayers ever fince the 18th of. O@over laft, 
and require the Minifters, of what Religion or »e& fo- 
ever, to exhort their refpe€live Congregations to join in 
Prayers on this calamitous Occafion, to appeafe the 
Wrath of Heaven, which hit’ fent them fuch a Scourge 
as feems to threaten no lef¥ than the total Overthrow 
of the Republick. 

LONDON, December 16.

ving fally’d forth on the 21ft to attack the Moors on 
all Sides, and’ perceiving 2 Detachment of Spanith Troops 
much digrefled by a large Body of Moorith Horfe, 
march’d with fome of the Cavalry to their Affiftance : 
In fine, the Moors were difcomfted after the Lafs of a 
confiderable Number ; but the Marquefs dé Santa Cruz, 
the Marquefs de Valdecanas, Col. Don Jofeph Pinel, 
and fome other Oflicers of Diltinétion who put them- 
felves at the Head of the Detachment, were kill'd 5; the 
reft of the Spanifh Troops. having chaced the Enemy 
from all their Pofls, came and joined the Body of the 
Army, when being much fatigued, and Night approach- 
ing, they returned all into the Town. On the 23d the 
Sub-Governor made a fecond general Sally, and finding 
bata faifit Refifiance, entirely routed and purfued the 
Enemy. After which the Spaniards. levell'd their Works, 
and nail’d up their Cannon. "Tis reckon’d the Moors 
had thofetwo Days above 10,000 } jIf'd or wound- 
ej, which is much the fame wit em, for having 
neitherPhyfician or Surgeon amongit"thempsif a Man’s 
Wounds heal not. very foon, or threaten his Life, their 
ufual Way isto cut off his Head to prevent his lan- 
guifhing - The Spaniards had about 600 ki'l'd, as well 
‘@ifigers as Soldiers, and about 1500 wounded. The 
Marebfonefs de Santa Cruz, who ar:ived at Oran fome 
"Time be!cre., was brought to Bed not above four Days 
before fhe heard of her Husband being kill'd. The 
Marquefs de Caftelhar having been to wait on the King 
to acquaint him with the News, his Majefty exprefs’d 
much Concern for the Lofs of the Marquefs de Santa 
Cruz. 

His Excellency the Count de Montijo, Embaflador 
Extraordinary trom his Moft Catholick Majefty, ordered 
the Te Deum to be fang on Wednefday laft with ex- 
traordinary Solemnity, in Thankfgiving for the entire 
Vigtory which the Garriion of Oran hes obtain’d againft 
the Moors, making them raife the Siege they had laid 
to the Forts, with the Lofs of all their Artillery and 
warlike Ammunition, as alfo al} their Works.
